Hence, Pope Pius X, of blessed memory, de- 
creed: “Frequent and daily Communion, as a thing most earn- 
estly desired by Christ and by the Catholic Church, should be 
open to all the faithful, of whatever rank and condition of life; 
so that no one who is in the state of grace, and who approaches 
the Holy Table with a right and devout intention, can lawfully 
be hindered therefrom” (Decree, Dec. 20, 1905).

Our third wish is that you may obtain the grace of final 
perseverance. Surely, to die in the love of God, in the posses- 
sion of sanctifying grace is the greatest of graces. We should 
daily pray for this grace.

Today 





|STAND at the edge of a stream looking into its 
waves. How they quiver in seeming impatience to 
speed away. With my eyes I follow the course of 
the stream, and ask: Where did you come from? 
Where are you going, little wave? Up, high up in the moun- 
tain you sprang forth unnoticed, then you dashed down the 
rocky cliffs. You foamed in your onward course until you 
came to this narrow valley where you flow calmly through 
beautiful meadows. 
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For a time each drop of water glistens in the sunshine, 
afterward it hides itself in the shadow of a clump of willows, 
and six hours later darts up like a wild flame, red and golden, 
in the evening glow. The sun sets, but the wave glides on, now 
steel grey and dark, now silvery white in the moonlight, then 
black in the shadows of the night. 

Thus it continues until at length, the black, wild little 
drop of water plunges into a river and is carried on into the 
sea. But great and unfathomable as the sea may be, the little 
wave is not lost therein. There is an all-seeing eye whose gaze 
follows each drop of water swallowed up in the ocean, each 
drop that goes to make up the wave. 


The Stream of Time 


Time is like a stream; eternity like the unfathomable sea. 
One day in the life of man, one “today” is just like a little 
wave that glides along, rises and glistens in the sunshine of 
youth, then vanishes out of sight. The day breaks forth from 
the night and sleep, it glitters and vibrates a while in the light, 
then sinks again into night and sleep. A day is a span of time, 
a stroke of the pendulum, a step forward. Each day is locked 
between two nights. To the aged, a day seems like a spark 
struck from flint, or a flash of lightning in the night.

Each will rise from 
death to life, either to your judgment, or to a blessed eternity. 
However, you are lord and owner of today only. Past days 
are irrevocably entered in the book of your life, perhaps soon 
the last page, the last day will come. God protect you!

Jan. 1, 1887 
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Tune Your Harp at the Beginning of 
the New Year 





4 Y first thought on awakening this morning was: 
Tune your harp! Immediately I understood the 
admonition. During the past few days, especially 





yesterday, I have been quite “out of sorts.” A 
person out of humor is very much like a harp out of tune; the 
strings need tightening. In such a condition the instrument 
will give forth only discordant tones; it will offend instead of 
giving pleasure to the ear. 

Similar it is with an ill-humored person. He can make 
it unpleasant for all around him. And if there are several ill- 
humored persons in a house or company, what a discordant 
concert it is! Its director is surely no one but the “father of 
dissensions,” the evil one himself. 

Let us, then, be on our guard that the harmony of our soul 
be not disturbed. If, with the best of will, it cannot be avoided, 
let us again attune our heart as soon as possible. This is most 
readily done in prayer before God, especially in meditating on 
His Divine Heart. The Heart of Jesus is that Divine Harp 
which never gave forth a discordant note; it is the Model after 
which all hearts must be formed. In the light of Faith and 
grace, we soon recognize that the thing which disconcerts and 
grieves us is scarcely ever so great an evil as it appears to be at 
first, and that it is God who permits any injury or a wrong done 
to us. It is God who sends us the trial for our own good. Ad- 
mitting this, we will, even though it be amid blinding tears, kiss 
the paternal hand of God and say: — Thy will, O Lord, be 
done, although I do not understand! 

A most Divine and, in our day, a most meritorious work 
is to strive to attune also the hearts and minds of others to peace 
and joy. So many hearts, homes and nations are now at vari- 
ance, that souls who find their happiness in bringing them back 
to unity and peace, are, indeed, angels in human form. We all 
have need of more joy. —N.N. 
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Holy Communion, Our Consolation 


HE poor human heart trembles at sight of the cross. 
To speak of it and actually to bear it are quite 
different. At the beginning of this year if it were 
given us to see all the sorrows and misfortunes 

which shall befall us within one year — what black clouds 

would rise before the eyes of our mind! And if before each of 
us the veil of the future were lifted, and each one would see all 
the trials awaiting him: what terror would wring the heart, 
what doleful cries escape our lips! And still, it will come: 





many a one will become ill; many a family will lose its dearest 
member; many a one will be insulted by hypocritical friends; 
many a father will not know whence to obtain bread for his 
children; many will meet with a heavy family cross. 

What is to be done? what can and will help? Certainly 
of ourselves we do not have the strength to bear all these suffer- 
ings in a spirit of Christian resignation. However, there is One 
who will gladly give us the strength if we will but turn to Him. 
Jesus, our Savior, says: “Come to Me, all you that labor and 
are burdened, and I will refresh you” (Matt. xi. 28). Go to 
Jesus Christ in prayer, in the Holy Mass, in the worthy recep- 
tion of Holy Communion, and you must find relief. Perhaps 
He sent you this cross to make you more fervent in the path of 
virtue. However, He will either take it away, or, what is often 
better, He will not take it away, but will grant you so much 
patience and consolation, that you will almost love your suffer- 
ing, or, at least, find it bearable. Many a one when oppressed 
by a heavy cross, prays and leaves the church greatly com- 
forted. But perhaps the very next day, or even a few hours 
later, the anguish and torture return. What is to be done? 
Seek help from God; submerge your soul in prayer, give it the 
consolation of Holy Communion. Do not cease repeating the 
same until calm, resignation and peace have entered and abide 
with you.

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Unexpected Death 
of Rev. Father Lukas, 0.S.B. 





HE unexpected death of Rev. Father Lukas Etlin, 
- O.S.B., came as a shock to all his friends at home 
and abroad at this joyous Christmas season. He is 
known to all our dear readers of ‘“Tabernacle and Purga- 
tory’ as the saintly lover of the Most Blessed Sacrament 
under whose direction our magazine has been printed for 
twenty-three years. His untiring zeal on behalf of those 
impoverished by the war has made his name a household 
word in institutions abroad. Rev. Father Lukas was a 
member of the Benedictine Abbey, Conception, Missouri, 
but for thirty-five years had been acting as Chaplain to the 
Benedictine Sisters of Perpetual Adoration, Clyde, Missouri. 
Friday morning, December 16th, Rev. Father Lukas 
motored to St. Joseph, Missouri to bring home two altar 
lamps which he was anxious to have in place for Christmas. 
He was accompanied by his trusted friend, Mr. Joseph Enis 
of Clyde, Missouri, who acted as chauffeur. On returning 
home, they neared Stanberry, Missouri about 5:15 P.M., 
and were going at a moderate speed of about twenty-five 
to thirty miles an hour. Rev. Father Lukas had just re- 
marked, ‘“We have plenty of time; just so I get home to 
give Benediction at six o'clock."’ Suddenly an auto with 
a young man at the wheel, going at a high rate of speed 
emerged from a side road without signal and crashed into 
the car of Rev. Father Lukas and Mr. Enis. They had 
perceived their imminent danger, and the last words Rev. 
Father Lukas was heard to say before being thrown from 
the car were: “O Jesus, Jesus!’" Rev. Robert Graham 
of Stanberry was immediately called and administered 
Extreme Unction to Rev. Father Lukas, already uncon- 
scious; — in a few short moments the precious life was 
ended. 

Rev. Father Lukas Etlin was born February 28, 1864 
in Sarnen, Canton Unterwalden, Switzerland. He made his 
studies in the Benedictine Abbey Engelberg in the same 
Canton. He left Engelberg in 1886 to join the daughter-

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abbey at Conception, Missouri. He was ordained priest in 
1891 and a short time later was appointed Chaplain to the 
Benedictine Sisters of Perpetual Adoration, Clyde, Missouri. 


His Zeal and Charity 

Rev. Father Lukas Etlin was a priest of many and 
varied abilities. He was an artist and an architect, and as 
such designed and supervised the construction of the beauti- 
ful Adoration Chapel of the Benedictine nuns at Clyde, 
Missouri. The spacious Convent buildings for the large 
community were also erected under his supervision. The 
monthly magazine “Tabernacle and Purgatory’ published 
and printed by the Benedictine Sisters of Clyde, Missouri, 
has been edited for twenty-three years under his direction. 

Since 1920, Rev.Father Lukas has also directed ex- 
tensive relief work for the impoverished seminaries and 
religious abroad. The Scholarships he solicited for poor 
students have brought means to the many prelates of Ger- 
many and Austria to support their seminaries. He has been 
honored by the personal friendship of many princes of the 
Church, such as Cardinal Mundelein of Chicago who held 
him in high esteem, Cardinals Fruehwirth and Ehrle of 
Rome, Cardinal von Faulhaber of Munich, Cardinal Bertram 
of Breslau, Cardinal Schulte of Cologne, Cardinal Piffl of 
Vienna, most of the Bishops and Provincials of Germany 
and Austria, and he was consulted by the Abbot Primate. 

Because of the sustained zeal of Rev. Father Lukas in 
collecting for the poverty-stricken institutions abroad, His 
Holiness Pope Pius XI has honored him at different times. 
And because of this sacrificial relief work, the Holy Father 
once remarked in a private audience with a prominent New 
York citizen, that Rev. Father Lukas was “‘the most chari- 
table man in the world."’ All these exterior labors wore on 
the health of the zealous priest. When admonished to take 
some rest he would reply: How can I spare myself in the 
service of Him who has died for love of me! 


Lover of the Blessed Sacrament 
Besides these many activities of which Rev. Father 
Lukas was a capable director, he was, above all, a man of 
prayer, a Benedictine imbued with a deep love for God 
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and his fellowmen. The Benedictine motto: “Ora et la- 
bora — Pray and labor’’ found in him a perfect fulfillment. 
He was a special lover of the Most Blessed Sacrament and 
undertook many enterprises to make our Hidden God 
better known and more loved. For years, amid cold or 
rain or excessive heat, Father Lukas would cross the court- 
yard from the building in which his room was located, and 
spend more than an hour each night after midnight kneel- 
ing in prayer before the Most Blessed Sacrament exposed 
in the Adoration Chapel. He was, indeed, a priest of the 
sanctuary, and those who knew him best testify to the fruit 
of his enlightened direction, and the influence of his per- 
sonal holiness. One of his mottoes was: Pray much, work 
much, suffer much, but above all, love much. 


A Premonition 


It would seem that Rev. Father Lukas had a premoni- 
tion of his approaching end. At 8:30 A.M., Friday morn- 
ing, he gave the usual instructions to the academy pupils, 
in the course of which he said: ““We ought to be ready to 
die at any time. If it is time for us to die, we should not 
ask even for a day longer. Even if one were to die riding 
in the auto, he ought to accept it as the holy will of God. 
Some people are afraid of the Risen Savior as Judge, but 
no one could fear the Little Infant Jesus."" Before leaving 
the study hall, he gave the children his Blessing, then, 
something which he never did before: he turned when at 
the door, looked back at them, smiled and said: God bless 
you, children! 

When ready to leave his room to start for St. Joseph 
at about 10:00 A.M., he again removed his coat, sat down 
to his desk and remarked: “I must finish these letters 
before I go."" He then finished twelve letters which con- 
tained alms for European beneficiaries. So one of his last 
works was to send this charity before him to the Throne 
of God. He also gave minute instructions as to what to 
send to a few prelates who had recently appealed. 

A life-sized painting of “Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart’’ was always in the room of Rev. Father Lukas. He 
venerated it with tender and childlike devotion, and had 
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almost worn the paint off the countenance by his frequent 
caresses. He often said: “After the Blessed Sacrament, 
this image of my sweet Mother is my greatest happiness 
on earth.”” As usual, he kissed this image just before start- 
ing away. 

On reaching St. Joseph near noon, Rev. Father Lukas 
told Mr. Enis he wished to take time to pray part of his 
Office. Taking his breviary, he walked up and down in a 
small secluded park. Mr. Enis watched him for some 
time. Every now and then after reading a while, he would 
close the book, and look up to heaven with a beautiful 
expression on his face. Having taken plenty of time to 
pray None, he proceeded with business and started home. 
On such business trips, Rev. Father Lukas invariably carried 
his rosary in his hand while in the car, and would often say: 
“Now I have to pray my rosary."” He clung to this rosary 
during the accident, until death loosened his grasp. A 
portion of it was found by Rt. Rev. Abbot Philip who went 
to the scene of the accident to look for it on December 20th 
and the remainder of the rosary was found by his faithful 
friend, Mr. Enis, on December 21st. He died as a true 
priest: a highly indulgenced Crucifix, the sign of salvation, 
resting on his heart, his breviary in his pocket, his rosary in 
his hand. 

Life for Life 
One of the favorite sayings of Rev. Father Lukas was: 
“‘He has loved me and delivered Himself for me (Gal. ii. 
20); and I must love Him and sacrifice myself for Him.” 
Again, when advised to mitigate his corporal austerities, 
he would answer: Life for life, love for love, blood for 
blood, and one day, death for death. 

Truly, he had loved God and sacrificed himself in His 
service. He had been firm in his purpose to give life for 
life and love, for love, and in a few short minutes God 
accepted from him blood for blood, and death for death. 

In his spectacle case he had carried for a long time two 
sentences: “Abide in my love... that My joy may be in 
you and your joy may be full’’ (John xv. 9, 11). And on 
another slip: ‘‘Jesus, Crucified Love, have mercy on me.” 
His eyes fell upon these each day many times when replac-

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ing his spectacles. When the case was found after the 
accident, there was written on the latter slip in an uneven 
hand, the words: “Qui dilexit me et tradidit...pro me” 
(Gal. ii. 20) — the quotation he loved so much: “He has 
loved me and delivered Himself for me.” 

This last sentence had not been noticed when the 
opened case was handed to him in the morning. Apparent- 
ly it had been written that very day, probably while he 
was sitting in the car. If so, they were the last letters formed 
by that hand which had always held so reverently the 
Sacred Host, which had labored for the glory of the Holy 
Eucharist and our Blessed Lady and had wearied itself 
often in writing letters for the caritas-work. 


Funeral Services 


The loved remains, accompanied by Rev. Stephen 
Schappler and Rev. Robert Graham, arrived at the Bene- 
dictine Convent about midnight Friday where they were 
anxiously awaited by the Superiors and members of the 
community. In the absence of Rt. Rev. Abbot Philip 
Ruggle, the Very Rev. Gregory Huegle, O.S.B., Prior, and 
Rev. Ambrose Bucher. met the remains, and immediately 
recited the prayers for the departed. The body lay on its 
bier in a spacious room where some Sisters prayed unin- 
terruptedly, and where many persons came to view the 
corpse. On Sunday at 4:00 P.M., the remains of Rev. 
Father Lukas were taken to his monastery at Conception, 
Missouri where his brethren recited the Office of the dead 
and kept vigil that night. 

On Monday at 8:00 A.M., the impressive funeral ser- 
vices commenced at the Abbey Church with the Office of 
the Dead. Numerous Abbey and visiting priests were pres- 
ent in the sanctuary. The Requiem Mass started at 9:00 
and was sung by the Rt. Rev. Christian Schreiber, Bishop of 
Meissen, Sachsen, Germany. This Bishop, at present in the 
United States, expected to come to visit Rev. Father Lukas 
about Christmas. On learning of the death of his great 
benefactor, he came in time to sing the Pontifical Requiem. 
It was a providential coincidence. It would seem heaven 
wished to put its stamp of approval on the charitable works 
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of Rev. Father Lukas by having his Requiem sung by a rep- 
resentative of the European hierarchy whom he had helped 
so much. 

With special permission about sixty Sisters proceeded 
from the Convent to the Abbey Church which is about two 
miles’ distant, for the funeral services. Mother Dolorosa 
and the entire community wish to express their heart- 
felt thanks to all the friends in the vicinity who so gener- 
ously offered the use of their autos to transport the Sisters 
to and from the monastery church. After the Pontifical 
Requiem in Conception Abbey, the funeral procession 
started back to the Convent. Permission had been obtained 
to bury Rev. Father Lukas in the Sisters’ cemetery. In life 
he had remarked: “ | have lived so long with the Sisters, 
I have worked for them so many years, and I hope some 
day to rest among them.” 

The last absolution was given by Rt. Rev. Abbot Philip 
Ruggle, O.S.B. Others present at the interment in the 
Convent cemetery, were: His Lordship, Rt. Rev. Christian 
Schreiber of Meissen, Rt. Rev. Bishop-Elect, Francis 
Johannes of Leavenworth, Very Rev. Leo Ruggle, 
Chancellor of St. Joseph diocese, the Very Rev. Gregory 
Huegle, Prior of Conception Abbey, Reverend Fathers of 
Conception Abbey: Revs. Paul Wetzelsberger, Placidus 
Schmid, Joseph Zuendt, Adelhelm Hess, Frowin Mergen, 
Odilo Schieber, Patrick Cummins, Stephen Schappler, 
Richard Felix, Innocent Amhof, Damian Cummins and 
Andrew Kunkel. About two hundred friends also paid 
their respects to his memory by their presence. 

Coming over the hill from the monastery during the 
funeral procession, one could see the imposing Convent 
buildings stand out in bold relief. Every brick of those 
buildings had been ordered by Rev. Father Lukas, he had 
supervised the laying of all. Now he rests in the shadow of 
the Adoration Chapel and Convent, the most beautiful and 
lasting monuments to his life of zeal and holiness. In the 
passing away of Rev. Father Lukas the Benedictine 
Sisters at Clyde, Missouri have lost a saintly and enlight- 
ened spiritual director, our dear readers have lost a devoted 
friend, and the poor abroad have lost a noble benefactor. 
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May he obtain for all of us a spark of his love for God 
and a share in his devotion to the Holy Eucharist and the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. He died in the service of the Eucha- 
rist, having been on an errand for a Christmas gift for his 
Sacramental Lord. 

It is not for us to penetrate the unfathomable designs 
of God which decreed an irreparable loss to so many by 
shortening so useful and holy a life as that of Rev. Father 
Lukas. We can only bow in resignation, as we hear re- 
echoing in our hearts the words our revered Father spoke 
on the morning of that memorable day: “Accept it as the 


holy will of God.”

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The Holy Family, the Model for 
Christian Families 





| HE family, in the restricted sense of the word, con- 
| sists of father, mother and children. The origin- 
ator of the family is God Himself. By the fall of 
our first parents, however, the family gradually 
lost its primitive dignity so that Christ, at His coming into this 
world, found the family in a sad, degraded state. Through 
His sacred birth, His life and death, His doctrine and means 
of grace, the family has again been sanctified and saved. 

The Holy Family of Nazareth in which Jesus lived is the 
model of every Christian family. The home relations of Jesus, 
Mary and Joseph were most holy, full of love and in perfect 
harmony. St. Joseph was destined by God to be the spouse of 
the Virgin Mary, of her who, by the power of the Holy Ghost 
was to conceive the Savior of the world. He should be her 
support, her comfort and helper in the various circumstances 
resulting from her position as Mother of God and Mother of 
the Redeemer. Since Christ wished to be born as a child, and 
in all things “to be found as a man,” His virginal Mother had 
need of a support, such as St. Joseph was to her. 

The Blessed Virgin Mary was greeted by the angel as 
“full of grace.” Not only was she conceived without stain of sin, 
but during her whole life she contracted not the least shadow 
of sin; she ever remained pure and inviolate. According to 
the testimony of Holy Scripture, Joseph was a “just man,” a 
chaste virginal spouse who most conscientiously filled his God- 
given position as protector of Mary and foster-father of the 
Divine Child. Let us consider how this was accomplished. 


The Holy Family in Trials and Poverty 
Joseph accompanied Mary on their journey to Bethlehem 
where, according to the decree of the Roman Emperor, they 
were obliged to have their names registered. He carried the 
necessary provisions for the journey, he always remained near 
Mary to be her help and to support her in danger and lighten 
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the inconveniences of the journey. Scarcely had he reached 
Bethlehem when he looked about for a lodging. The town was 
filled with strangers. There was no room for the poor car- 
penter and his holy spouse who must spend the night outside 
the city limits in a stable which was partly enclosed in a cave. 
In what a plight would the Blessed Virgin have been without 
good St. Joseph! This was the Holy Night in which Jesus, 
conceived of the Holy Ghost, our Messiah, was born. Picture 
to yourself Joseph’s activity in trying to prepare a resting place 
in the crib for the Divine Infant, and his great joy at the mir- 
aculous birth of the Son of God. 

Oh, how Mary must have rejoiced to adore the Son of the 
Eternal Father, her Child! To render Him a mother’s love 
and a mother’s services! To have good St. Joseph with her, 
to help her in this sacred task both during the infancy of the 
Divine Babe and in future years! 

When the Child was forty days old, St. Joseph accom- 
panied the Blessed Mother to Jerusalem to present the Child 
in the temple. Behold St. Joseph full of love and solicitude 
for Mother and Child, guiding and helping them on the incon- 
venient road to the Holy City! With Mary, St. Joseph longed 
for the moment when, according to the law, they might offer 
the Divine Child in the temple to the Heavenly Father, and of- 
fer the gift of the poor, a pair of turtle doves or two young 
pigeons. 

In Exile 

Soon after, at the command of the angel, the Holy Family 
was forced to flee into Egypt, because King Herod sought the 
life of the Child. Egypt is more than four hundred miles from 
Galilee, a distance which in those primitive times meant days 
of travel. The roads were bad and led through forests, over 
mountains and through deserts. Oh, what difficulties present- 
ed themselves to Mary and Joseph! In all haste they must 
leave their home, start on their perilous journey and take up 
their abode in a pagan land where they had neither friends 
nor relatives.

But with calm resignation to the Divine will, comforting 
and encouraging one another, they took the Holy Child, secret- 
ly left the house by night and started out. It meant to rescue 
the life of Jesus; for, as He Himself later declared, He did not 
wish to die for the sins of the world before His hour had come. 
Hence God ordained that the Holy Family should arrive safe 
in Egypt, and, despite all privations and hardships, make a 
living. Then, after several years of exile, when the angel had 
informed Joseph of the death of Herod, the Holy Family again 
returned to their country. 


The Laborious Life of the Holy Family 


In Nazareth, Joseph procured the necessary means of 
livelihood for the Holy Family by his trade as a carpenter. 
Mary, the loving, humble Spouse of Joseph, and Virgin Mother 
of Jesus, attended with all diligence to the household duties. 
She served Jesus and Joseph in all submission and devoted- 
ness, and, together with them, was intent only on the greater 
honor and glory of God, their Heavenly Father. The com- 
panionship of the Divine Child and her chaste spouse were 
sufficient for her. However, her love for solitude and retire- 
ment did not hinder her from offering her assistance to her 
neighbors in time of need. But this peaceful retirement in 
her little home kept her in a calm, holy frame of mind, so that 
the Spirit of God always filled her. Mary lived in the most 
intimate intercourse with God, and at the same time fulfilled 
her household duties. 

Let us try to picture to ourselves the holy intercourse, the 
friendly conversations, and the true contentment of the Holy 
Family. Both Mary and Joseph had made the vow of chastity. 
Their mutual love was founded not on natural affection but on 
the love and fear of God, whom alone they wished to please. 
Like two angels they lived in the company of the Divine Child 
Jesus upon whom their eyes ever rested with joy and admira- 
tion, in whom they recognized the Incarnate Word of the Eter- 
nal Father. 
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When the Child Jesus was twelve years of age He went 
up to the festival at Jerusalem, and Holy Scripture tells us that 
He remained in the Holy City and His parents knew it not. 
Having failed to find Him among their traveling companions, 
they returned to Jerusalem and sought Him for three days 
until, finally, they found Him in the temple among the doctors 
of the law, asking them and answering their questions. “And 
His Mother said to Him: Son, why hast Thou done so to us? 
Behold, Thy father and I have sought Thee sorrowing!” (Luke 
ii. 48). O what anguish and sorrow, yet what silent resigna- 
tion do these few words express, coming from the depths of 
Mary’s maternal Heart! But likewise how great must have 
been her joy when she could take her Child, her Son, the Son 
of God, back to her home in Nazareth where He “was subject 
to them, and advanced in wisdom, and age, and grace with God 
and men” (Luke ii. 51, 52). 


The Heavenly Pattern 


Can a more beautiful family life be imagined than that 
which Jesus, Mary and Joseph spent in holy love, in peace and 
harmony, according to the holy will of God and for His glory? 
It is the will of God that all Christian families should live ac- 
cording to this model. 

The husband should, like St. Joseph, be a just, God-fear- 
ing, diligent man who with patience takes upon himself all the 
greater hardships and heavier burdens of the family; who 
treats his wife with loving consideration, seeks to make life 
pleasant for her, is a support for her; who, with fatherly solic- 
itude guards, loves and provides for the children entrusted 
to him. 

The Christian wife should, like the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
be a virtuous, unassuming woman who loves the peace and quiet 
of the home, and patiently bears all the hardships of her state 
for God’s sake. She, the mother, should fulfil her part in the 
duties of the family; should perform her household duties in 
the retirement and seclusion of the home, and help her hus- 
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band bear the burden in the support of the family. In hard- 
ships, sufferings and trials which will seldom be wanting, hus- 
band and wife should mutually comfort one another, encour- 
age one another, and often pray together and for each other; 
they should also whenever possible assist at Holy Mass and 
receive Holy Communion together. 

The children of the Christian family should honor, love 
and obey their parents; they should be subject to them as Jesus 
was subject to Mary and Joseph. Then they, too, as they ad- 
vance in age and wisdom, will increase in the love, grace and 
esteem of God and men. 

A family modeled upon the pattern of the Holy Family 
of Nazareth is a holy family in which the spirit of Christ reigns, 
the spirit of love and peace. It attains the object decreed by 
God; it gives to the state and to human society its most useful 
members; it gives to Holy Church priests and religious, and 
those heroes of Christian greatness which we call saints.

Proper Conduct During Holy Mass 





"|| E should endeavor to be in the church a few minutes 
mi before the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass commences. 
Upon entering the church, our first act is to greet 
the Divine Master on the altar by bending the knee 
in adoration. This genuflection is an outward sign of our in- 
ward homage. It does not suffice simply to nod the head or just 
slightly bend the knee; we should touch the knee to the floor 
and say, “Praised and adored be without end, Jesus our Lord 
in the Blessed Sacrament!” or “Jesus, my God, I adore Thee 
here present in the Sacrament of Thy love!” or “Jesus, for 
Thee I live! Jesus, for Thee, I die! Jesus, Thine I am in life 
and in death!” 

Then kneeling in a pew, the devout soul speaks heart to 
heart with her Lord. She feels the need of telling the compas- 
sionate Savior all her desires. We should not fail to make 
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acts of faith, hope and charity, in these or similar words: “Jesus 
I firmly believe that Thou art present under the form of bread 
here in the Tabernacle. I trust in Thee in my needs of body 
and soul, and that Thou wilt take me to heaven after death. 
I love Thee above all things, and I thank Thee for having re- 
deemed me with Thy Precious Blood.” 

Holy Mass begins. We make the Sign of the Cross with 
the priest and follow all the ceremonies at the altar attentively. 
To use the prayerbook at Holy Mass is commendable, but it 
should be used in such a way as to correspond to the respective 
parts of the Mass. One should not, then, spend the time during 
the Holy Sacrifice in praying to the various saints for special 
intentions, thereby forgetting all about the real meaning of Holy 
Mass. One may say such prayers at other times. During Holy 
Mass we should unite ourselves with Jesus on the altar offer- 
ing Himself to the Heavenly Father as our sacrifice of praise, 
adoration, thanksgiving, atonement and petition. 

It is customary to kneel from the time of the Sanctus until 
Holy Communion. This is in reverence for the Most Sacred 
Body and Precious Blood of Christ which are truly present on 
the altar after the Consecration. Propriety, and the reverence 
and adoration due to God, require this. The aged, sick and in- 
firm are, of course, dispensed from kneeling so long. 

The time of the Consecration is announced by the tinkling 
of a bell. Bending low over the altar, the priest pronounces 
the words of Consecration. Then he genuflects in adoration. 
He no longer holds bread in his hands, but the most pure Body 
of the Lord. 

At the Elevation 

The acolyte gives the signal for adoration to the people, 
by ringing the little bell three times, whilst the priest genuflects, 
then elevates Christ’s Sacred Body on high that the faithful 
may gaze upon it. Instead of raising the eyes reverently to the 
Sacred Host, it is in many places a custom of the people to lean 
over the pews and strike their breast from the first signal of the 
bell until the elevation is over. This practice is not to be con- 
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demned if it springs from reverence and devotion, but it does 
not seem quite reasonable. The very fact that the priest ele- 
vates the Sacred Host implies that Holy Church wishes that the 
Sacred Body of our Savior should be exposed to the view of the 
faithful who should look upon It with reverent love. The con- 
duct of the poor Bosnians is very touching at the moment of the 
elevation. They extend their arms toward the Sacred Host, 
then cast themselves upon the floor in adoration. To all those 
who devoutly look upon the Sacred Host during the elevation 
of Holy Mass, or at public exposition of the Blessed Sacrament, 
and say the words: “My Lord and my God!” Pope Pius X, of 
blessed memory, granted an indulgence of seven years and 
seven quarantines, each time. 

After the Consecration when our Divine Savior is truly 
upon the altar hidden beneath the Sacred Host, let us direct 
our whole attention to Him. Let us tell Him that we love Him, 
that we are sorry for having offended Him by sin. Let us 
speak to Him from our heart —tell Him of everything that 
oppresses us. 


From Communion till the Last Blessing 


At the Communion of the priest, conscious of our own 
unworthiness, we strike our breast three times and say: “Lord, 
I am not worthy that Thou shouldst enter under my roof; say 
but the word ‘and my soul shall be healed.” If we intend to 
receive Holy Communion, we now approach the Communion 
rail with modesty and humility as becomes a sinner. We 
should fold our hands upright before our breast. If we do 
not receive our Lord sacramentally, we should make a spiritual 
Communion. 

After the Communion we may again be seated, but it is 
proper to receive the blessing of the priest kneeling, and to 
make a devout Sign of the Cross. 

Many are in great haste to leave the church immediately 
after the blessing of the priest. Afterwards one may see them 
stand a long time before the church gossipping. It is unbe- 
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coming to leave the church before the priest has returned to the 
sacristy. When we assist at a low Mass, we should remain to 
answer the prayers said by the priest at the foot of the altar. 

Let us accustom ourselves to the meritorious practice of 
reverently saluting our dear Savior in the Blessed Sacrament 
before we leave the church. Let us thank Him for the grace 
of Holy Mass and ask Him for His blessing for ourselves and 
our loved ones. In this devout frame of mind, let us return to 
our occupations, resolved not to forget Jesus. He awaits our 


return tomorrow.

The Model School Boy 
31 NTRANCE into school is with many children the 


beginning of much misbehavior. They come into 
contact with children of their own age and allow 
the example of bold and forward companions to 
influence them. In this way, innocent children very easily ac- 
quire bad habits. To forestall such an evil, the home training 
of children before they enter school is of the utmost importance. 
A good mother will implant in the docile hearts of her children 
an inclination to good and will try to fortify their souls against 
the dangers of temptation. The choice of a good school cannot 
be too strongly emphasized. The school should be chosen not 
for its high standard of teaching alone, but rather in view of 
the spirit that reigns there. Few parents take this point into 
consideration. Consequently, their children are trained in 
mind and body but not in heart. Rather, their liberal educa- 
tion causes them to join the ranks of depraved youths who 
prove themselves harmful to human society. 

This danger did not exist in the school of the Jesuits. 
Gustave’s conduct was not only exemplary on the way to and 
from school, but from the very beginning of his studies, he was 
a model school boy and remained an example for the other 
children during the three years he attended this institute. His 
teachers, Mollo and Alliana, as well as his other instructors, 
especially Rev. Emmanuel Donato, Vinzenz Borsalino and 
Aloysius Profumo, bear witness to this with one accord. 

Little Gustave was a consolation to his teachers and al- 
ways gave a good example to his companions. He was punc- 
tual and very attentive during school hours. He was particu- 
larly conscientious about keeping the rules of the school and 
preparing his lessons well. Due to his extraordinary preco- 
ciousness and excellent memory, he was always at the head of 
his class. He won the first prize in every test. He rejoiced at 
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these successes, but what is seldom the case with boys, he did 
not become proud and self-complacent over them. Gustave 
was convinced that the good marks were not the result of his 
ability. This he said in all earnestness whenever anyone con- 
gratulated him. He answered that many of the other boys 
would have deserved first prize more than he. 

Gustave was very careful about his appearance and about 
keeping his clothing neat and clean. His books and papers 
were kept in perfect order. He surrendered himself to his 
first teacher with obedience, gratitude and love. As a result, 
it was a great sacrifice for him when, after being promoted to 
the third class, his teachers were changed. His little heart was 
grateful for the least attention, and he felt a warm affection 
for all who rendered him any service. For a few days he was 
in a sad mood. Gradually, he learned to love his new teacher 
without, however, losing his affection for his former instructor. 
Pupils usually have the greatest affection for those teachers 
who fulfill their duties with the most love and self-surrender. 

Toward his companions, Gustave was kind, obliging and 
ready for every sacrifice. In turn, he was treated with courtesy, 
attention and kindness. Even the most unruly boys recognized 
in him a soul specially favored by God. How did Gustave ob- 
tain this esteem? He often said, “The school is my sanctuary.” 
He never omitted his visit to Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament in 
order to ask His blessing before starting to school.

| HAT God is infinitely good may be deduced from the 
fact that He does good even to those who cause Him 
much pain and sorrow. By every mortal sin God 
is so grievously offended and outraged, that He 
might justly crush the sinful, malicious creature who dares to 
transgress His laws; for every mortal sin is an infinite, incon- 
ceivable and untold outrage and dishonor against Him. Never- 
theless, He is so good that He tolerates, in His presence, the 
creature who has thus outraged Him. Yes, even though He 
knows that a sinner will never be converted and that He will 
lead many souls astray, He still lets him live; and not only live, 
but gives him health, food, clothing; yea, even riches and pros- 
perity. He permits him to receive the Sacraments, to receive 
His most holy Flesh and Blood and suffers him to receive Him 
into an abominable, putrid heart. Moreover, He causes him to 
be admonished by good people, to be exhorted through sermons, 
to be encouraged by spiritual books. God Himself admonishes 
him through his conscience to amend. 

At the same moment that the sinner becomes truly contrite, 
the Lord, as it were, forgets the outrages, and forgives him from 
His Heart. If the sinner falls again and again, God will pardon 
him if he awakens sorrow in his heart and makes a contrite 
confession. And if he were to fall a thousand times and a 
thousand times repent, the good God would pardon him every 
time. O the infinite goodness of God! Consider, O man, the 
patience of a God! The great and mighty God is so good that 
He allows His holy Face to be slapped a thousand times, to be 
spat upon, to be cursed and trampled under foot: and in a 
moment pardons these horrible outrages. Is He, then, not an 
infinitely good, merciful and gracious Lord? 


The Grateful Lord 
Our dear Lord is so good that if man does Him the least 
favor, He accepts it with so much gratitude that He cannot, as 
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it were, do enough to repay him. Yes, even the most insignifi- 
cant deed He accepts with as much gratitude as though it were 
something very great. And if one has the will and desire to 
perform a good work but is unable to do so, God accepts it as 
gratefully as though it had really been performed. Each and 
every good work is so pleasing to Him and He considers it so 
great a service to Him that, at the last judgment He will say to 
the person who performed it: “Thou good and faithful servant, 
because thou hast done this to Me, I will remember it for all 
eternity. As long as I, God, am God, so long shalt thou receive 
the reward for the same.” Is this not a good God? Is our God 


not a grateful God? Who would not wish to serve so loving a 
Master? Who would not wish to love so faithful a Lord?

Spirit of Sacrifice 
Taken from a Sermon of His Eminence Cardinal v. Faulhaber, 
on the Occasion of the St. Canisius Celebration at Munich 





A genuinely Catholic man must be possessed of a soul 
ready for any sacrifice. Catholic young man, in the hour of 
temptation you must be able to bring a sacrifice. He who con- 
quers himself in the combat with his passions, is greater than 
the hero on the battlefield who conquers others. To be a sac- 
rificial soul which offers itself is far more difficult than to be 
a heroic soul. — Catholic married man, you must know how to 
bring sacrifices in order to keep the marriage pledge sacred. 
Not only must mothers be ready to sacrifice themselves for their 
vocation, but fathers must likewise be willing to bring sacri- 
fices. — Catholic priest, you must work whilst it is day, with- 
out being over-anxious about your health. After all, it is the 
same whether a candle burns a somewhat longer or shorter time 
upon the altar. 

We know where St. Peter Canisius drew strength and holy 
joy for his life of sacrifice. It was from the Heart of Jesus. 
There is still extant a little prayerbook which contains St. Peter 
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Canisius’ favorite prayers, in which he recommends himself 
every morning to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. The reformers 
of the 16th century have overthrown the altars of sacrifice, and 
extinguished the perpetual lamps before the Most Blessed Sac- 
rament. For Holy Church, the altar of sacrifice is the centre 
of the whole liturgy even today as at the time of the Last Sup- 
per. “You shall draw waters with joy out of the Savior’s foun- 
tains” (Isa. xii. 3). Holy Scripture itself calls the Heart of 
the Crucified a sacrificial candle, saying: “My Heart is become 
like wax melting in the midst of My bowels” (Ps. xxi. 15).

Benedictine Laybrothers 


Most readers of “Tabernacle and Purgatory” are to some extent 
acquainted with the life and work of Benedictine Fathers and Sisters, 
but have heard little or nothing about the life of the Benedictine 
Laybrother. 

The Laybrother is to the Benedictine Family what St. Joseph was 
in the humble household of Nazareth: he performs the manual labor 
in house, field and garden and workshop and thus enables the Monks 
to chant the divine praises in choir, to teach school and to labor for the 
salvation of souls. 

Many a young man has long been wishing to make sure of eternal 
life by becoming a good religious after turning away from the turmoil, 
cares and distractions of the world and then earnestly following Christ. 
He feels that he has no calling for the sacred priesthood; he lacks the 
means and talents for a prolonged course of studies leading to pro- 
fessional life and shirks its awful responsibilities, but he is anxious to 
consecrate himself to the service of God.
